Secretary 
Wilson

beverage m a d e of “ barley, malt. hops. 
yeast and 
potable w a ter" an d 
was 
about lo propound this conclusion an d 
compel brew ers under the pure food 
act to make beer out of these m a te ­ 
rials or if not so made to brand it “ imi­ 
tation beer.*’ 
Dr. Harv ey W. Wiley, then head of 
the pure food board, w as primarily re­ 
sponsible for tin s definition of beer and 
strongly advocated a strict enforce 
inent of it. 
T h e b rew ers of the coun ­ 
try put up a stifT tight, and tin y were 
aided by the corn products peot Ie, who 
sell hundreds of th ousands of dollars' 
w orth of corn products annually to the 
brewers. 
The d e p a r t m e n t’s position w as back 
ed up by th e farmers, who asserted 
barley grow ers w ere losing money e v ­ 
ery y ear on acc ou nt of the brewers 
using substitutes for barley. 
About a month ago Secretary Wilson 
prepared for promulgation a decision 
as to w h a t beer should he made of and 
directing brew ers to label their product 
so th a t consumers would know exactly 
w h a t they were drinking. 
Then, it ii 
stated, the legal officers of the depart 
moat stepped in and informed the sec 
ret ary that there was no w a rra n t in 
th e present law to define beer or tc 
compel brewers to place on labels the 
ingredients entering into their product 
Now Secretary Wilson has definitely 
decided th a t additional legislation is 
necessary before lie can make any d e 
cision. 
In th e mean time, however. Dr. Wiley 
is certain to raise a rumpus.

oppose bitterly the quashing of th* 
opinion reached by him when he was 
he ad of the pure food bureau.
